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PROPER WAY TO 
STOP BLEEDING 

What is the first thing the aver- 
age person thinks of at the scene 
of an accident when someone is 
bleeding heavily from an injured 
wm = oor~=sileg? A tourniquet, of 
course, 

So long has the false impression 
been spread that a tournquet is the 
only answer to every case of this 
kind that many continue to be- 
Heve jt. The truth is that a tour- 
naquet should never be applied to 
a bleeding limb. Tourniquets ap- 
plied too loosely will cause in- 
creased venous bleeding. If applied 
too tightly they will cause damage 
to nerves and blood vessels, and if 


pat- 


left on too long, may result in 
‘gangrene of the limb, Tourniquets 
left on for a prolonged period 
usually result jin death. 

Only in the case of a partially 
torn blood vessel is a tourniquet 
ever necessary. Then it must be 


applied at once if a fatal hemorr- 
hage is to be prevented. 


What is the proper method of 
stopping bleeding? The answer is 


a pressure dressing applied directly 
over the bleeding area and held in 


place by firm, but not tight, ban- 
daging.

Should a boy be allowed to drive 
a tractor?

A report from the Alberta Safety 
Council shows that each year more 
fatal traffic accidents occur in the 
10-14 age group than in any other 
age category. 

“This seems to point up the fact 
that young people who don't know 
how to handle tractors are being 
allowed to operate them,” the 
Council said this week in conjune- 
tion with National Parm Safety 
Week. 

“If it is absolutely necessary fo 
a youth to drive a tractor, he 
should be thoroughly trained in all 
phases of tractor safety before he 
takes over the wheel,” the Council 
warned.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS ... 


What precisely is meant by that familiar phrase, ns 


‘freedom of the press?’’ 


Fundamentally it is not a special privilege re-| 
served for newspaper publishers. It is rather a phase, 
of a much larger freedom — the freedom of all men} 
to speak their minds freely and without fear. The 
press claims no right which should not belong to 
every citizen in a democracy. But freedom of the 
press is an all-important part of this larger freedom | 
because under modern conditions, the press is the 
principal agency by which the ordinary man receives 
the information he needs to judge the actions of his 
rulers and make up his mind on public affairs. With- 
out newspapers, or with only gagged and blindfolded 
ones, he is in the darw, and helpless. An unfettered 
press is therefore one of the essential bulwarks of a 
democratic nation. 


If any proof be needed, it is supplied by the rec- 
ord of the totalitarian dictatorships which have dark- 
ened the 20th century. Rigid control of all sources of 
public information, and especially of newspapers, 
was the cornerstone on which all these regimes — 
Nazi, Fascist and Communist alike — were founded. 
Without it, they could hardly have lasted for more 
than a few months. With it, they could keep their 
peoples in blinkers and drive them on any course 
they chose. The calamities of our age, its fear and 
insecurity, stem in no small measure from the simple 
fact that at critical periods great sections of the 
earth's population have been prevented by their 
rulers from learning the real news of the world. 


All liberty, of course, involves obligations. That | 
of a free newspaper is to be truly free. It must strive | 
to be thorough, accurate and unbiased in its report- 
ing, sincere and thoughtful in its editorials and resis- 
tant to outside pressure.It must be both cautious and 
bold — cautious until it knows all the facts, bold 
when it is sure of its ground. It must above all be in- 
spired by devotion to the public welfare as 
understand it. 


Such a newspaper is worthy of the privileges 
which the free peoples of the world have traditionally 
granted to their press. Such a newspaper is also the 
best guardian of the liberties of the people.

NIGHT FLOWERING CATCH- 


FLY:— This weed derives § it's 
name from the fact that it flowers 
at night, having a small yellowish 
white flowers. The plant grows 
erect from 1 to 3 feet in height. 
Leaves ate large and dark green in 
color and the whole plant, stem 
and leaves, are covered with soft 
spreading glanular hairs, 

Time of flowering is from late 
June to autumn, Seed is ripe by 
late July and is about the same 
size and shape as sweet clover seed. 
As a matter of fact we often find 
that people who seed sweet clover 
are also victim of night flowening 
catchfly since they buy second 
grade seed which is not free of this 
troublesome weed. This weed is a 
heavy seeder, annual in nature and 
not controllable with 2,4-D. Leaves 
are sticky and make a good fly 
catcher,

Now is the time to check all 
grain storage buildings. Any re- 
pairs that are required should be 
carried out well before the com- 
mencement of harvesting oper- 
ations, Moisture is a great menace 
to the safe storing of grain, leaky 
roofs, doors not fitted properly or 
open hatches allowed snow and 
rain in. If the grain is stored in a 
building which is ventilated these 
should be weather-proofed. 

Insects, grain beetles and mites 
can and often do cause heavy los- 
ses to stored grain, The best me- 
thod of control is to thoroughly 
clean the bins, and use a 1% lin- 
lane solution sprayed well into all 
corners and cracks. Do not store 
newly harvested grain on the top 
of a little bit of last year's grain 
Which may be mouldy or it may be 
full of mites, ete. 

The life of a granary can be 
greatly reduced because it is not 
set squarely on the ground. One 
corner on soft ground or over a 
low spot will settle when filled 
causing the twisting of the building 
which may cause breakage of parte 
of the structure and ruin a good 
granary. 

When placing granaries, locate 
them on high enough land so as 
to avoid wet areas around them in 
the spring. It is also important 
to place them so that it ig not too 
difficult to get them during the 
winter. The harvested crop is the 
returns of a lot of cost and work 
during the year, it js important to 
store it well after it has been hare 
vested.

Employ a competent electrician to wire 
your home and farm buildings. 

Use approved appliances, equipment 
and cords, 

Never handle cords nor equipment 
with wet hands or while standing in 
wet places. Almost all places are wet 
enough to cause a ground for electri- 
city. Wood and concrete floors have 
moisture in them. 

Be familiar with directions for use of 
each piece of equipment—and operate 
it according to these directions. 
Extension cords should not be run 
under rugs, over nails, nor around 
pipes or radiators, nor out-of-doors. 
Always pull the plug—not the cord 
when disconnecting equipment. 
Always replace a blown fuse with an- 
other of the same rating. Never use 
anything else as a substitute for a fuse. 
Never touch exposed wires until you 
have turned off the power. 

Call the nearest power office whenever 
your own service or the power line 
goes dead 

Always ground portable tools such as 
drills, hand saws, sanders, etc. before 
plugging in 

When moving tall machines or out- 
buildings, make certain there is ample 
room under all power lines 

Infra-red heat lamp installation should 
be of the best workmanship and ma- 
terial.

Farmers in 
playing an increasingly important 
role in hail research as Alberta 
Hai) Studies continue to expand 
its activities this summer. During 
the past three weeks this research 
project has established over 25 hail- 
collection stations throughout its 
area, in order to collect represen- 
tative samples of hailstones from 
summer storms. According to Dr. 
|R. H. Douglas, who directs the pro- 
| ject, samples when examined care- 
fully and measured, will add use- 
fulful data to the wealth of hail 
|information which the weather 
men are already collecting. Meas- 
| urements of size and of density are 
expected to help clarify the rela- 
tionship between the ‘hail-forming 
processes and the rain-forming 
ones within the storm clouds. 

Special refrigerated boxes have 
been set up near Acme, Olds, Pen- 
hold, Lacombe, Hespero, Rocky Mt. 
House, Ponoka and Rimby, During 
a storm, hail is channelled by 
means of a large funnel into a 
pail of cold oil,, where it remains 
safely until collected by project 
| personnel. Hail samples are also 
being collected at about two dozen 
other locations, using somewhat 
simpler apparatus. The farmers on 
whose land the equipment is placed 
assist the researchers by storing the 
hail in refrigerators, and reporting 
the collections of the samples. 

"The farmers are showing a keen 
interest in the project", says Dr, 
Douglas, “And everyone whom we 
have asked to help has not been 
more willing to do so.”

at Acme, Olds, and Bowden. At 
Acme and Bowden the stones ra- 
nged in size up to three-quarters 
of an inch, At Olds, however, the 
hail was uniformly small, about 
one-eighth of an inch, 

In addition to the hail-collection 
system, Alberta Hail Studies is set- 
ting up a special observation nete 
work in order to study the small- 
scale pressure patterns which are 
associated with certain types of 
storms. Sensative and delicate 
barographs - pressure-measing in- 
struments - are being installed at 
approximately  ten-mile intervals 
Over an area forty miles by fifty 
miles, north of Red Deer. Twenty 
barographs have already been in- 
stalled, and another dozen will be 
set out shortly. These are located 
on farms throughout the area, and 
wre Operated with the co-operation 
and assistance of the farmers. 

Mr. Douglas reported that over 
fifteen hundred individual obser- 
vations of hail have reached pro- 
ject headquarters since the first of 
June, Hail has occurred within the 
project area on three days out of 
every four since the summer pro- 
gram began. Major storms since 
mid-June have occurred on June 
22, 24, 30 and July 3rd. The storms 
of June 24th were the most exten- 
sive thus far in the project area, 
Alberta Hail Studies having recel- 
ved almost three hundred reports 
on this day alone. Hail swaths ex-

AN OLD IDEA 
REVIVED eee 


The idea that price supports for 
farm products are all wrong and 
that farm prices should be set on 
the free market keeps cropping up 
from time to time. Last week Dr. 
Ceci] Haver, an economist at Mc- 
Gill University, said that Canada 
should abandon the “planned econ- 
omy" and return to the free mar- 
ket. The flight from the free mar- 
ket, he said, may result in less 
freedom and possibly lower income 
for the farmer. Government regu- 
lations, support prices and delivery 
quotas result in inefficient use of 
resources, he is reported to have 
stated. 

The professor's idea might be 
fine if other groups in the economy 
were willing to do likewise, but this 
is not Nikely. Manufacturers would 
not sit idly by while protective tar- 
labor certainly 
would not agree to forgo its bar- 
gaining power, the professions are 
unlikely to disband their associa- 
tions through which fees are regu- 
lated and licenses controlled, and 
big business would not like inter- 
ference in its operations, 

As long as tthere are tariffs, 
patents, labor unions, professional 
associations, and monopolistic bus- 
ineases there can be no true free 
markets in this country. Why 
then should farmers be expected to 
operate under gn entirely different 
set of rules than other Canadians? 
Or for that matter, why should 
Canadian farmers be placed at the 
meroy of an unrestricted open 
market in competition with farmers 
in ther countries who are produc- 
ing in protected markets with all 
the benefits of price supports and 
production incentives?

and safety cegamieations endeavor by means of public meetings, the press and radio and television broadcasts, 
specially prepared motion pictures or otherwise as to them may seem most fit, to impress upon the residents of 
the Province the great importance of protecting life from the danger of accidents arising from hazards on the farm 

and from the use of farm machinery.
